School  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bow  (loin  t 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you,  this,  my  first 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

On  visiting  the  schools  last  spring  I  found  that 
the  book  supply  was  very  limited,  and  I  started  out  at 
once  to  remedy  this  deficiency.  Quite  a  large  number  of 
books  were  already  on  hand  and  by  ordering  others  I  was 
able  in  a  few  weeks  to  have  all  the  schools  plentifully 
supplied.  Of  course,  no  teacher  can  be  expected  to  do 
her  best  work  without  sufficient  books,  but  this  year  that 
excuse  cannot  be  given. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  good  teachers,  most 
of  them  having  had  previous  experience.  Nevertheless, 
those  who  commenced  their  first  term  worked  faithfully 
and  bid  fair  to  develop  into  successful  teachers.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  Mrs.  Daisy  John- 
son, who  in  two  terms  has  completely  changed  the  atti- 
tude of  both  pupils  and  school.  On  account  of  sickness 
the  Carr  School  had  to  be  closed  for  the  spring  term, 
and  the  pupils  were  transported  to  the  Bowdoin  Center 
School.  There  were  two  schools  that  failed  to  maintain 
an  average  of  eight  pupils,  necessitating  a  vote  of  the 
town,  as  to  whether  they  shall  be  maintained  for  the 
coming  year.  Any  teacher  will  tell  you  that  better  work 
can  be  done  when  there  are  pupils  enough  in  a  class  to 
have  some  rivalry  or  competition;  therefore  it  would  be 
better  for  both  pupils  and  teacher  that  these  two  schools 
be  transported. 

The  attendance  for  the  greater  part  has  been  good. 
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'Yet  it  was  necessary  that  the  truant  officer  be  sent  to 
three  homes  to  look  after  delinquent  pupils. 

There  should  be  better  co-operation  between  the  par- 
ents and  teachers.  At  least  once  a  term  parents  should 
visit  the  school  and  see  for  themselves  what  kind  of 
Work  is  being  done.  Then,  and  then  only,  would  they 
have  the  right  to  criticise  the  work  of  the  teacher.  Other 
towns  are  forming  a  Parent-Teacher  Association,  and  I 
would  strongly  recommend  such  a  society  being  formed 
in  this  town. 

Last  fall  a  Course  of  study  was  introduced  into  the 
schools.  This  course  of  study  includes  nine  grades  be- 
side a  sub-primary.  As  yet  this  course  is  in  the  experi- 
mental stage,  for  it  Would  be  impracticable  if  not  impos- 
sible, to  put  each  child  into  the  exact  place  to  which 
they  belong  in  such  a  short  time.  Yet  results  are  already 
beginning  to  show.  As  fast  as  the  pupil's  work  can  con- 
form with  the  course,  they  are  placed  in  their  proper 
grade  and  thereafter  must  complete  the  work  of  that  grade 
before  they  can  enter  the  next.  Thus  there  is  a  uni- 
formity in  the  amount  and  kind  of  work  which  the  pu- 
pils all  over  the  town  are  doing. 

It  was  a  cause  of  regret  to  the  Superintendent  and 
school  committee  that  the  length  of  the  school  year  was 
only  twenty-seven  weeks.  Unforeseen  circumstances  caused 
a  loss  of  about  three  hundred  dollars  from  the  State. 
The  so-called  Equalization  fund  was  lost  because  our  mu- 
nicipal tax  rate  was  below  the  average  of  the  State. 
This  was  a  direct  loss  of  two  hundred  dollars.  We  re- 
ceived about  one  hundred  dollars  less  from  the  State  then 
we  did  last  year.  This  will  show  you  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  more  money  for  Common  Schools  no  t 
year  for  the  law  requires  that,  beginning  with  July  1st, 
thirty  weeks  shall  be  maintained  by  each  tow  a. 

New  flags  are  being  ordered  and  during  this  vacation 


32 


new  ropes  will  be  put  in  where  needed  and  new  flag 
poles  put  up.  This  will  add  much  to  the  appearance  of 
the  school  buildings. 

Eleven  candidates  presented  themselves  at  the  Bow- 
doin  Center  school  house  last  August  to  take  the  High 
school  entrance  examination.  Six  out  of  the  eleven  suc- 
ceeded in  passing  and  all  but  one  are  attending  some 
High  school.  More  intended  to  take  the  examination 
but  unfortunately  were  at  the  last  moment  unable  to 
attend.  We  trust  that  there  will  be  a  larger  number  to 
take  this  examination  this  summer. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  school  commit- 
tee for  their ,  support  and  aid  ;  and  for  the  citizens  hearty 
co-operation  in  making  the  past  year  a  successful  one 
for  the  schools.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  chief  text  books  that  have  been  purchased  the 
last  year  consists  of  Elementary  American  Histories  and 
New  Edson-Laing  Readers.  This  year  for  supplementary 
reading  the  Progressive  Rhodes  Readers  are  needed. 
These  books  together  with  a  few  new  books  which  will 
be  needed  to  replace  these  that  are  already  past  re- 
demption will  furnish  the  bulk  of  books  needed. 

The  Jacques  school  house  has  been  painted  and 
shingled.   The  south   side   of  the  Judah   Small  school 
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house  has  been  shingled.  A  new  stove  and  two  riew 
doors  have  been  placed  in  the  Borough  school  house. 
Also  in  the  Adams  a  new  stove  and  funnel  has  been 
set  up.  The  out  buildings  of  the  Ward  schoolhouse  have 
been  slightly  repaired. 

The  principal  repairs  needed  are  as  follows : 

The  Wheeler  schoolhouse  needs  painting  while  the 
Borough  neerls  plastering  and  papering.  The  Ward  and 
Wood  schoolhouses  need  new  stoves  and  funnel.  Most 
of  the  schoolhouses  which  are  not  already  papered  need 
the  walls  and  ceilings  white  washed.  This  not  only  gives 
the  school  room  a  light  pleasant  aspect  but  also  serves 
as  a  disinfectant  as  well  The  stoves  and  funnels  in 
every  schoolhouse  should  be  blacked.  In  many  of  the 
funnels  a  damper  should  be  placed  so  that  the  heat  of 
the  stove  can  be  more  easily  regulated. 

During  the  summer  vacation  many  of  the  school- 
houses  are  cleaned  by  the  parents.  Yet  some  are  ne- 
glected. I  hope  that  the  parents  will  cooperate  in  doing 
this  even  more  in  the  future. 

Again  thanking  all  those  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  year  successful,  I  beg  to  submit  this  report  to  your 
attention.

School  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  ^Bow:cloin^ 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  second 
annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  Bowdbin. 

Although  it  is  generally  conceded  that  better  work  can 
be  done  in  a  large  school  than  in  one  of  five  or  six  pupils* 
yet  good  results  have  been  accomplished  in  every  school. 
However,  far  better  results  could  have  been  obtained  if  the 
schools  had  been  consolidated.  For  in  a  small  school  it  is 
very  difficult  for  the  teacher  and  pupils  to  create  and. 
sustain  an  interest  in  the  work.  The  value  of  the  recitation 
period  is  greatly  lessened  when  there  are  but  few  in  the 
class,  as  the  spirit  of  rivalry  and  competition  are  unknown 
factors. 

If  it  Were  possible  to  pay  higher  salaries  we  could  retain 
our  best  teachers.  Under  the  present  existing  conditions, 
we  are  able  to  keep  our  best  teachers  only  a  term  or  two 
at  the  most,  thus  defeating  one  of  the  main  objects  for 
which  the  union  of  towns  was  formed.  It  is  very  necessary 
to  remedy  this  condition  or  the  progress  of  the  school  is 
retarded  by  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  I  would  sug- 
gest  that  we  Close  some  of  the  small  schools  and  take  this 
money  for  increasing  the  wages  of  the  teachers.  The  cost 
of  transportation  is  usually  not  over  five  dollars  per  week* 
This  would  give  us  a  surplus  of  two  dollars  for  every 
school  that  is  closed  beside  the  saving  on  the  wood  bill, 
which  would  amount  to  about  fifty  dollars  a  yean 

There  are  three  or  four  schools  which  have  failed  to 
maintain  an  average  of  eight  during  the  past  year.  This 
would  elos2  the  schools  automatically  unless  the  matter 


were  taken  up  at  town  meeting  and  voted  upon.  I  wish 
that  the  citizens  of  this  town  would  give  the  question  their 
careful  consideration  and  vote  accordingly  at  town  meeting. 

On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  teachers  and  pupils 
during  the  past  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  Although 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  it  became  necessary  to  put 
in  several  inexperienced  teachers,  yet  through  their  con- 
sicentious  efforts  material  progress  has  been  made.  The 
course  of  study  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  teachers  as 
they  know  the  definite  work  prescribed  therein  must  be 
done  during  the  school  year  to  keep  the  pupils  up  to  grade. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  most  cases  of  tardiness  could 
be  iliminated  if  the  parents  were  more  concerned  in  the 
matter.  Of  course  they  must  realize  that  the  best  results 
cannot  be  obtained  in  school  work  if  the  pupils  are  con- 
stantly tardy.  Furthermore  when  we  can  have  only  the 
required  number  of  weeks  in  the  school  year,  every 
moment  of  that  time  should  be  utilized. 

I  should  also  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents 
to  another  matter,  that  of  truancy.  Many  cases  of  this 
nature  may  be  due  to  ignorance  of  the  law  but  in  some 
instances  gross  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  parents  is  re- 
sponsible for  their  absence,  and  the  children  are  thus 
deprived  of  their  rightful  advantages.  I  hope  that  in  the 
future  the  parents  will  be  more  thoughtful  and  consider- 
ate in  this  respect. 

Out  of  the  nineteen  pupils  who  took  the  High  school 
entrance  examinations  at  Bowdoin  Center,  ten  passed  and 
most  of  them  are  doing  good  work  in  the  High  school 
where  they  entered. 

In  order  to  stimulate   an   interest  in  further  educa- 
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tional  work,  plans  are  being  made  for  joint  graduation 
exercises  of  the  ninth  grades  to  be  held  at  the  Grange 
hall  in  June.  We  ask  for  the  heerty  co-operation  of  the 
parents  and  citizens  of  the  town  to  make  them  a  sue. 
cess.

New  flag  poles  have  been 
put  up  where  needed  and  new  flags  purchased  and  dis- 
tributed to  each  school.
